After a convenient Diſtance of Time, 
Cicero deſired his Miſtreſs to tell him what

ace, and what were her Commands, for 
ſhe thould certainly be obeyed, and a thou- 
ſand times ſooner, for having ſo ſoon ob- 
lived him? Twas a Condeſcenſion ſo grate- 
ful, ſo agreeable to his Temper, that it had 
entirely charm'd him. So ſweet an Addi- 
tion to her Beauty, that there was nothing 
in his Mind or Heart that ſne had not ſub- 
dued by her immediate Vielding. Nature, 
he ſaid, had certainly deſigned her to tri- 
umph over him, and had whiſper'd to her 
Soul this only Way. Here Thais did not fail 
to aſſure him, that ſhe could, only in Fa- 
vour of him, have been guilty of ſo much 
Frailty; that he had certainly enchanted her 
by an irreſiſtible Impulſe of Joy, then at a 
time when ſhe was not only an utter Stran- 
ger to the Thoughts of Joy, but reſigned to

rob her of Life, if he did not ſet the truef

Heart, and for ever allow her a Place in his, 
Cicero roſe from her Arms, and took 
ſome Turns about the Chamber in a dee 
Refvery ; Thais remained upon the Bed in ſo 
much Deſpondence, that ſhe began now to 
do in earneſt, what ſhe had before counter- 
feited, that is to ſay, ſhed Tears for fear her 
Lover was not ſo entirely her Slave as he 
had expreſs'd. This brought him out of his 
Contemplation, he began to comfort her, 
and gave her his Hand to riſe from the Place 
where ſhe was lying: They walked to. 
wes he was ſilent for a Quarter of a! 
our; at length, as if he had took his Re. 
ſolution, he ſtop'd ſhort and looking he. 
fixedly in the Face, asked het if ſhe loved 
him? - without Heſitation ſhe ar- 
peal'd to what had lately paſt, and afkec 


him if a Lady could give a greater Proof

Paſſion, ſhe eaſily reſign d up Ciodius to 
his Miſeries. Crafty as ſhe was, ſhe did 
not fail to make a Merit of the Sacrifice 
telling her Lover, that ſeeing nothing but 
through him, ſhe only was what he pleas'dto 
direct, and would for ever be guided by him, 
This Point ſettled, ſhe employ'd the Re- 
mainder of the Night, after Cicero's Depar- 
ture, not in viſiting the Wretched; ſhe was 
reſolved that Part ſhould trouble her no 
more.! but in pulling down the Furniture 
and packing 1 She was ſo extreme dili- 
gent, that by Morning all Things were ready; 
ſhe cauſed them Th conveyed to her li.

the Philoſophers ; dexterouſly ſecuring her

Love and longing Arms, waited to receive | 
her. After he had congratulated her Arti- 
val, and thank'd ber by profuſe Profeſſions 
of Toy, he told her ſhe was worthy to be 
a Miſtreſs, that is to ſay, one entirely below. 


ed: Not even Heroes ought to be ſhame 
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of a Love-Paſſion, in favour of a Woman 
of her Spirit, Reſolution, and Courage! 
That he adored thoſe Qualifications in her 
beyond her Beauty, becauſe they were 
Charms poſſeſs'd by ſo very few of her Sex! 
He had now nothing to defire of her but to 
ſhare in his Grandour, and what he con- 
feſs d was a more difficult Task for a Lady 
that Grandour and her 

ſelf concealed from all the World. 
Unhappy Clodius! moſt miſerable of all 
Men! oppreſt by Fortune ! betray'd by 
Friendſhip ! diſhonoured by Marriage! a 
Victim to adulterous Love! wounded ! fa- 
miced ! an Oblation to the Security of two 
the moſt deteſtable! the moſt inhuman ! the 
moſt ignominious of their Time! Ah Cice- 
9! How canſt thou wear any Peace of 
Mind; Serenity upon thy Brow ? Pretence 
of Religion? that ſanctimonious Appearance? 
How harrangue it to the good People of thy 
Party? How preach up, as thou doſt, Fer- 
ne and Moderation, when thy ſelf art Scar- 
et deep tinged with the higheſt Crimes? 
o whom Hypocriſie! Faction! Injuſtice ! 
ne become familiar ? Thou, to whoſe Wiſ- 
dom all Things are revealed! thou'd it not 
mou remember, That Ingratitude is ot fo 
deep a Colour, the Stains are not to be walked 
way, No, not hardly by Oblivion. Has 
not Plato told us, The Iafamy of Man is im- 
Mortal © Thou ſhowd'it have coniidered, 
That the Injurics done by a Friend, are 
nuch moxe piercing than the Vrongs 
: vwioughr 
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wrought by an Enemy ; but he that is dif 
poſed to Miſchief, can never want Occaſioy, 

Yet, who is it that we find thus guilty? 
One in Prime of Youth, and Paſſion ! fil 
of immortal Vigour and bounding Force! 
whoſe Heat of Blood and Fancy cannot ye 
be ſubdued by the cold Precepts of Reaſon! 
whoſe Sun has ſcarce run its twentieth 
Courſe ! the fiery Steeds in their full Prance, 


not tired by Time! deaf to the Maſters 


Voice! diſobedient to the Reins ! fraught 
with inevitable Inſtinct, the irreſiſtible Im. 
Pulſe of Nature! ſtung with the poignant 
Craving of Delight ! and eager to renew the 
new-found genial Joy! 

Or is it hoary venerable Cicero, whose 
ebbing Blood runs backward to the Fount 
of Lite ? Who has ſcarce Warmth dully to 
circulate the lazy Tide, which ſlowly creep. 
ing in his frozen Veins, leaves Irregularity 
behind? ſagacious, by Time made coll 
and temperate ! grown paſt thoſe Follies 
that might diſturb the harmonious Voice of 
Reaſon ! weighed down by Diſeaſes and 
Politicks ! What Wonder to find Wiſdom 
in ſech a Dwelling ? But oh ! Antipathy to 
Kind! monſtrous to Nature! *Tis reverend 
Cicero himſelf, who apes the glowing Is 
ver! temperate Cicero who perſonates the 
fierce Adulterer, and accounts it Vertue by 
help of ſupernatural Temptarions, and high 
bought Reſtoratives, to be able to be vici- 
dus: What Remedy for ſo accompliſhed 3 
Sinner, one who employs his Reaſon not to 

up- 
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ſuppreſs but promote the Paſſions, who la- 
bouring under all the Imperfections of the 
Old, artfully attempts the elegant Exceſſes 

of the Voung? 5 
But Madam, to return from whence we 
have digreſs d, the ſuffering Clodius, who a- 
waited for Day with the Impatience of the 
Miſerable; he had been promiſed Intelli- 
gence before Midnight, the Morning came, 
yet he was {till in the dark as to what Suc- 
cls Thais's Negotiations had had with Cice- 
. He fortified his Patience, forbid his 
Expectation to extend ſo widely on the 
Rack. In ſhort, he endured what was poſ- 
ſible for one in his Circumſtances, and Un- 
certainty of Mind: At laſt a Friend, who 
had been ſolliciting his Creditors, came to 
the Prifon with Terms of Accomodarion, 
Cledins conjured him to go to his Houſe, not 
only to inform his Wife of the Conditions, 
but to enquire of her Health, and to know 
how ſhe had ſucceeded with his Patron. 
but what a melancholy Scene ! how wound- 
ing was his Return? The Friend could 
farce believe himſelf or his own Eyes, 
ſarcely credit his Sight, when he beheld an 
empty Houſe, and heard from the Neigh- 
bours that the Lady had diſcharged all, and 
had left no Account where ſhe was gone. 
Crdizs was yct more incredujous, he ſent 
from one Part of Conſtantinople to the other; 
every where that he knew or 1magined that 
lhe had Relations and Acquainrances ; he 
eren wrote to Cicero to know if he had ſcen 
£2 her, 
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her, but nor being able to get anyIntelligence, 
he curſt that Thing a fair, falſe Wife, who 
only ſeeks the Sun-ſhine, and deſerts her 
Husband ina Storm; he curſt himſelf, his 
Hour of Birth, and fatal Wedlock. Thai 
had not only abandon'd, but took from him 
all the Means was left him to ſupport his 
Life ! Cicero failed not to ſhew the Friend 
her Diſcharge in Form for the Money, 
which, as he ſent him Word, had been pai 
at her Requeſt, the Night before. Thi 
Uſage was ſo ignominious,ſo monſtrous, ant 
unaccountable, that Clodius could not believe 
it; the Height of the Barbarity kept hin 
from crediting of it. He flattered himſelf 
that ſhe was abſconded to make an advants 
vious Compoſition with thoſe who had caf 
him into Priſon, and therefore waited wit 
ſome tolerable Degree of Patience till thi 
Day and the next were expired; but then lt 
ſunk under his Anxiety of Mind, and ws 
ſeized with a Fever, which had been happ 
for him, if it had carry'd him from th 
World, to free him from the Inconventen 
cies of Life, the Miſeries of a loathſom: 
Priſon! and the Treachery of a falſe Frier 
and Wife! who cauſed him to conclude t 
the Diſadvantage of the whole Sex, ti 
Women were like to Fortune ſtanding upon 
Globe, winged with the Feathers of Ficklew 
and Ingratitude. | 

But all his Sufferings were rather forgo 
ten, than pitied by Thais: Her Equeſtrian w 
now made a Petrician; the looked upon i 
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felf to riſe in proportion to his Honours ; 
her Palace was glorious; ſhe had an im- 
proving Fancy of her own, but a little Ex- 
perience gave her to know ſhe ſhould quickly 
be an uſeleſs Article of Expence to her old 
tateſman: It was not that he was neceſ}i- 
tated to be a Lover,but in ſpight of no Neceſ- 
ſity he would be a Lover: He had rather an 
Imaginary, than a real Occaſion for aMiſtreſs. 
Thais very well knew thit Art had never 
yet produced a Cure for old Age: There 
lurk d the Demon that would put an End to 
her Reign; ſo that ſhe did not ſo much ſtudy 
to embelliſh her own Charms, as how to 
preſerve the Reiiſh of Charms in him! She 
applyed her ſelf to rhe Search of all thoſe 
decrets that could prolong Youth and keep 
off Decays ! Reſtoratives! heightning Cor- 
dials ! rich Elixirs! coſtly Baths! ſtrength- 
ning Oils! Whatever the Phyſician, Vir- 
tuoſo, or Philoſopher could adviſe, thoſe 
with ready Expence and Wit ſhe appro- 
priated to the Uſe of Cicero. It was not 
her Fault that ſhe became not Miſtreſs of the 
great Secret, the Ultimate of Chymiſtry, the 
Magiſterium that is ſaid to have the wonder- 
ful Power to reſtore decaying Nature, re- 
new or ſtop departing Youth: She built 
Elaboratories, erected Furnaces, incouraged 
the Learned and the Needy to try their Ex- 
perience at her Coft ; ſo that in her Houſe 
was to be found all that could contribute 
to the Health and long Life of a Lover. 
She was for ſome Years become neceſſary, 
E 3 more 
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more in Quality of a Nurſe than a Mic. 
treſs. And to ſhow to what a Height ſhe car. 
ry'd her Condeſcentions, reſolving, that f 
ſhe could but reign, no matter by what 
Methods! She uſed to lead her old Patri. 
cian into the coſtly Bath, where ſhe cauſed 
him to be attended by bright, half naked, 
dazling Beauties; new and till then unſeen, 
their ſhining Hair with a graceful Floy, 
ſhowing their Prime of Years, and unaſ- 
ſiſted Charms. Art needed not to interpoſe 
towards the Support of Graces that could 
Have no Addition. Theſe Virgins were in- 
ſtructed by their Corrupter, who with mighty 
Coſt and Pains, had ſecretly train'd them up 
for theſe Uſes, to dance, to ſing, to talk 
laſciviouſly of Love, to ſhow their poliſh'd 
Limbs, all ſupple and advantagioully dif- 
pre, to raiſe a Warmth in the half dying 

over, After the Bath he was carried to 3 
citron Bed, ſhining as Gold could make it, 
ftrow'd with Sweets, where they with ready 
Love, panted to receive him. Some one 
wanton Nymph, with her delicious Hand, 
chaffed his old Limbs with ſtrengthning S4- 
| bean Oils, to make them pliant to the Em- 
brace, whilſt Thais cauſed him to remark 
, the Beauties with which Nature had en- 
rich'd the Girl ; ſhe talk'd not of the Fire 
of the Eyes, the Carnation of the Lip; 
the directed him to the firm, ſwelling, ſnowy 
Breaſt, the Turn of Limbs, the taper Waiſt, 
and thoſe unſeen Beauties which ſhe as indu- 
firiquſly diſcloſed as others conceal: They 
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apply'd Kiſſes capable of firing the coldeſt 
Frame; whilſt ſhe would read Pieces more 
looſe than Ovid in all his Flow of Love, 
The Patrician expiring with Pleaſure, diſ- 
ſolv'd in Delights, confeſſed Thais the Mi- 
ſtreſs of the World for new and unthought 
Enjoyments 3 and rewarded her with ten 
times a larger Band, for that Bliſs the pro- 
curd him by others, than for what ever 
ſhe had beſtow'd upon him from her own 
Charms. 

Thais's Palace ſacred to Cicero, admitte 
none of his Sex but himſelf; Scandal will 
have it that ſhe was ſo nice in that Particular, 
ſhe us d to meet ſome of the Roman Youth, 
whom ſhe did not diſdain to amuſe her ſelf 
with, at her Siſter's, but would not permit 
them the leaſt Acceſs at Home: She was 
ſervd only by She-Slaves, and thoſe were 
amorous Devotees, whom ſhe caus'd to be 
fetched from Greece, when they were too 
Young to have a true Senſe of Decency or 
Vertne | Theſe ſhe inſtructed in the Arts of 
looſe Iaſcivious Love; and ſtill as they grew 
ſale to Cicero, and that he was ſated with 
them, ſhe ſent them off Slaves to the Iſlands 
that were ſubjected to the Empire, and ſup- 
ply d his depraved Age and Fancy with new 
Beauty. Novelty has ſo great a Charm, a 
different Manner ditinguiſhing every Wo- 
man, that tis the only Way of diffuſing the 
Sex, or varying a Joy, that in reality is but 
the ame Thing repeated. This Crero us d- 
to obſerve, and took a Pleaſure in recounts 
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Ing to Thais, the different Agitations and 
Delights they gave him; whilſt ſhe, warme 
by ſuch Scenes of Love, when her Patricia 
was diſmiſs'd, to tread the Maze of Poli. 
ticks and Buſineſs, us d to fly to the Rende 
vouze, there to experience in a young 
Lover's Arms, what Certainty there was in 
the Speculations of her Old, 

O unhappy Clodius, we leave you toy 
long before we take you aut of your mike. 
Table Priſon to behold the exalted Glory of 
your Wife's Palace! Fame, who has ng 
her Number of Eyes and Ears for nothing, 
came into the Secret of this Amour, and pu 
it not only into the Mouths of the Gren 
Lalgar, but the Small. Her Husband's Cre 
ditors ſo induſtriouſly improved Report in- 
to Certainty, that they us'd to wait Lo 
Ciceros Palace at every Avenue; whence 
they dogg'd him with ſome Difficulty to 
that of Thais; nor could the mean Diſguiſe 
of a Slave or a Plebeian ſecure him from 
their Knowledge, that preciſe ſan&imoni- 
ous Step of his too particular to be miſtaken. 
They loved Diſcoveries better than I do, 
who could patiently wait the Morning for 
his Return, after his Paſſing the Night s 


Juvenal tells us, 


All Filth nit hout, and all on Fire within, 
Tir'd with the Toll, os with the Sin, 
— So foul, and ſo bedight, 
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Falling to Buſineſs and the Advancement 
of Religion, he found his Underſtanding 
return with double Force after ſuch Un- 


| bendings. In theſe Receſſes he uſed to con- 


template the wonderful Effects of Nature, 
and capacitate himſelf for being a Profeſſor 
of experimental Philoſophy. But lying a 
little too open in his Amours, and not being 
able to reſtrain Thais from publiſhing the 
Riches and Glory ſhe livd in; her Hus- 
band's Creditors agreed among themſelves, 
fince a df pays no Debts, to releaſe him. 
The only Hopes they had of being ſatisfied, 
hy in taking him out upon ſuch Conditions: 
as he would doubtleſs agree to, and ſending 
him to ſeize his Wife's Furniture, which 
was coſtly enough to pay his Debts to Ad- 
vantage; this was no ſooner reſolv'd but 
put in practice. Clodius received the News 
of his Infamy and Liberty together. He 
had ſubſiſted for many Years meerly upon 
Charity; his Mistortunes and Length of 
Confinement had not only dull'd, but turn d 
his Brain, He was inſenſible of what was 
beſtowed upon him; he knew not how 
to live Abroad, the Priſon was become his 
only Maintainance, and when they talked 
to him of his Wife's Grandour, he ſeemed 
to rejoyce without having that ſtrict Notion 
of Diſhonour, as had inſpired his quicker 
Senſe ; but wholly manag'd by thoſe that 
cave him Liberty, he agreed to put the Law 
in Execution, if ſhe would not comply to 
tuoſe Terms he beg'd 5 to propoſe to her; 
A \a=- 
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a fatal Tenderneſs being all the Remain; 
he had of his former State and Mind. 4 
Letter was dictated, which he tranſcribed 
and addreſs'd to her by that Name which 
ſhe had aſſum'd; the Demand was ſuch 3 
Sum of Money to be paid by the ſeventh 
Hour the next Morning, or ſhe muſt expeg 
the Indignation of a provok'd and abusd 
Husband. Thais read it as her Doom, and 
fearing he would not ſtop there, ſhe knen 
not what Meaſures to take : The Warning 
was ſhort, 'twas already dark, and tho' the 
Demand was inconſiderable, compared to 
what ſhe could furniſh, yet ſhe reſolved with 
herſelf, that it were much better to ſave it, 
af her Wit could find the Means. She was 
now become covetous, as ſhe grew rich, a 
feeming Paradox which many are acquainted 
with; the ſent him an Anſwer, that it 
{ſhould be done, and promiſed to be punctu. 
al. The Creditors overjoy'd at the Succeſ; 
of their Stratagem, hug and embrace one 
another, and fell to congratulate and cheer 
themſelves with Cups of generous Wine; 
whilſt Thais, who was not at all unmindful 
of her Bufinefs, faſtens the Gates and Win: 
dows of her Palace, and falls to pulling 
down the Beds and Furniture; all was per- 
formed with admirable Silence and Expe- 


to People in whom ſhe could confide, and 
herſelf and Train of Slaves decamped to ano- 
ther Ground; ſo that when the Husband 
Was brought in the Morning by his Credit 

tors 
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tors to take Poſſeſſion, they wonder'd to 
find themſelves in ſuch a Deſart. Rage and 
Reſentment immediately ſeized them, poor 
(odins was accus d for ſuſpending the Execu- 
tion of their Project. Anger to ſee himſelf 
abus d, rouſed him from ſome of that Le- 
thargy of Senſe, that a long Impriſonment 
and Misfortunes had occaſioned. He would 
have poinarded Cicero ! he rav'd againſt 
him, with ſome feeble Efforts, for the Diſ- 
honour and Poverty his apoſtate Friend ſhip 
had brought upon him; but being in the 
Hands of others, who had ſomething better 
Fenſe, they perſuaded him to be calm; and 
ſhew'd him the Impoſlibility of attempting 
the Life of Cicero, incompaſs'd as he always 
was, by a Train of Clients, Dependants and 
Slaves, unleſs when he went upon his A- 
mours, which was a Secret they were too 3 
wife to truſt a Madman with, well conſider- 9 # 
ing, that if Clodius murder'd Cicero, his Life 181 
muſt pay for it, which would not pay whar i 
he was indebted to them; they only defir'd 
to manage him till rhey could once put him 
in Poſſeſſion of ſome of his Wife's Trea- 
fure, and then deſigned to let him purſue 
his Revenge at Pleaſure. 

The like Diligence as had once before 
made them acquainted with the Place of 
Thais's Aboad, gave them after ſome time 
an Opportunity to make the like Diſcove- 
Ty; they attended Cicero from the Poſtern of 
his Garden Back-gate, lodg'd him at a finer 
Palace, more ſuperbous than the former, 


and 
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and when Morning was come, watched him 
back to his own.. They made all the neceſliry 
Inquiries to find if this was the ſame Lady: 
when. once ſatisfied of that, they introduc! 
Clodias, even into her very. Houſe, before 
The had notice. The Precaution ſhe took to 
fave her Gold, Jewels and Plate, was to fly 
by a Pair of back Stairs down into a Vau!: 
with her Lap full of what ſhe could colled, 
having had, upon the Sound of his Voice, 
that admirable Preſence of Mind, as to 
cauſe the Doors of the lower Apartment, 
where he was, to be faſtned upon him, which 
took up ſo much time to force, that herſelf 
and Slaves were got, by means of a ſecret 
Door, into the next Houſe, to a Friend ot 
the Patrician's, with what was moſt precious 
and portable; her Cabinet and ſtrong Ber 
of Letters fell to them to rifle; there were 
ſuch Douceurs from Cicero, whoever had hai 
the Opportunity of Compariſon, muſt have 
confelled, that great Genius's are not cafi!y 
traced by their Manner of Writing; it is 
not the ſame in Eloquence, as in Painting, 
where to an Artiſt the Hand is immediately 
diſcover'd at fight, Here was quite another 
Caſt of Thought and Expreſſion. Advice b 
the good People, and his Pills Donx were ir. 
3d as different as their Subject; tho' he 
thow'd not leſs Application and Induſtry in 


deſcending to the Capacity of the former, 
than Wit in rifing to the refin'd Taſte of 
the latter. A more inferior Pen than Ciceros 
could: not have treated ſo accurately = 
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has done of knaviſh Politicks, depraved 
Religion, and maim d Debauchery, His 
Letters were filled like his Libels, with 
Particulars, What had lately given him De- 
light, in what Manner he had found him- 
ſelf moſt affected, wherein had lain, in the 
laſt Interview, the Poignancy of his Plea- 
ſures, the artful Embrace of Clelia, the 
mked Beauties of Phryne, the wanton Dia- 
lect of Sappho, and ſometimes their united 
Endeavours directed by Thais's maſterly 
Hand, had ſucceeded in giving him con- 
current Joys, Bliſs unknown to the Reſt 
of the World, and which he had never 
proved, if his niggard Stars had deny'd 
him the accompliſhed Thais. Iwould 
weary your Highneſs to tell what theſe ela- 
borate Letters contained, had they not 
been all writ with his own Hand, and 
igned Cicero, one ſhould never have be- 
lieved, that a diſeas d, old, decayed Poli- 
tician, had had ſuch wholſome, young and 
fprightly Thoughts. 

One of the Creditors had a Wife who 
pretended to be a ſort of Wit, he reſery'd 
theſe Letters to divert her; hapning to 
be a violent Enemy to the Idol-Party, of 
which Cicero was the wiſe Head, ſhe ſeem- 
ed reſolvd, when I left Conſtantinople, to 
collect ſome of the important Particulars 
of his Life, his Father's Birth and Ho- 
neſty, the ſordid Education beſtowed upon 
himſelf, his deſpicable Adventures, and 
toy Walk of his firſt Diverſions ; his new:- 

fangled. 
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fangled Religion and Notions of Govern. 
ment, wherewith he had debauched the 
People; his prodigious Riſe, Behaviou, 
and Conduct whilſt in Power, together 
with an impartial Account of his latte: 
Amours and long Runn of Debauchery ir 
Thais's Palace; with ſeveral other worthy 
Particulars, which may chance to make it 
by the Help of his own original Letten, 
one of the moſt diverting Miſcellanies Ex 
tant. | 
But to return to Clodius; his Companions 
had too great a Senſe of his Condition ty 
ſuffer him to ſee theſe amorous Epiſtles: 
they perſuaded him to put all the Furni- 
ture of the Houſe immediately under the 
Spear, which yielded more than enoveh 
to ſatisfie his Creditors ;' the Over: pluſ 
was reſerved for his Uſe, and the Plex: 
ſures of ſome of his Priſon - Debauchees, 
who had got the entire Management cf 
him and his ſmall Remains of Senſe. Thai; 
was as good to them as an Inheritance; 
for ſtill when there was an Ebb of Trex 
fure amongſt them, they would induſtri- 
ouſly trace the Politician to her Aboad, 
and bring the Husband to aſſert his Right: 
Ihis once produced an Interview, where 
all that's tender, touching, reproachful, and 
mourning paſt on his Side; all that was 
audacious, haughty, and ſhocking on hers. 
But becauſe theſe Viſits were both ex- 
penſive and troubleſome to Thais, and by 
no means diverting or commodious to Cice- 
| "0; 
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o; he was charg dat his Suit, to the Va- 
ne of more than he had ever plundred: 
he Patrician pretending that the Goods

more inexorable Creditor ; where he lan- 
ouiſh'd a conſiderable Time, till his old 
Companions united to try the Validity of 
Cicerb's Quirks of Law, and would have cer- 
tainly redeemed him from that deplorable 
Oppreſſion; very well knowing the Plun- 
der of the next Palace was more than enough 
to repay their Expence ; but they were pre- 
vented by Clodins's being diſcharged in Form 
by Cicero, and thence conveyed (as it was 
given out by his ewn Conſent, tho' con- 
ſectured quite contrary) to ſome Land un- 
known, for he has never ſince been heard 
ok; but whether Life or Death! Liberty 
or Slavery ! Poverty or Plenty be his De- 
ftiny, is yet in the Knowledge only of 
the Fates, and thoſe Perſons who were 
the truſted Agents of Thais's Fears and 
Diſpleaſure *

hey really are ſuch wonderful Miſtreſſes 
in the Art, that they follow Nature but in 
ane Point, ſo miraculouſly improving the 
Face, that after riſing from their Toilet, you 
would not believe it the ſame; ſo embel- 
liſhed by Dreſs, ſo taught to look, to ſpeak, 
to languiſh to advantage, that they become 
irreſiſtible. Nor does a marry'd Woman 
ſcruple to receive the publick Addreſſes of 
Lover, which the Husband is ſo far from 
giving himſelf any Pain at, that he looks 
on it as a Merit in his Wife, as if ſhe could 
not be lovely without Adorers, and conſe- 
quently not deſerving his Paſſion ; tho' he 
does not fail to repay that Adoration in 
kind, to ſome other Beauty: Thus the eter- 
nal Round is Loving and being Beloved ; 
yet all eſteem'd Innocent, till ſome publick 
Indiſcretion forces them to fee what they 
would unwillingly believe. 

Arethuſa had a Flexibility in her Temper, 
that gave her an eaſy Bent to what was a- 
greeable and faſhionable, paſſing from the 
more rigid Court of the Greek Emperors, to 
the airy one of Charles's, ſhe quickly gave in 
to thoſe delicious Liberties, and for fear of 
being 
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being eſteemed leſs polite, became mon 
gay than could be expected in fo ſhort; 
time. Her Lord obſerv'd the prodigious Pro. 

reſs with Satisfaction; he would not hay 
bis Lady leſs modiſh than another, an 
therefore added his own Inſtructions to he: 
Obſervations, till Arethuſa was become x 
much a Coquet, as Sauntring, as Swimming 
as any of the Court; as buſy in Gallanty, 
as indolent in Buſineſs, as little fond of het 
Lord, as doating on others; fo very much 1 
fine Lady, and fo very little a Wife, that 
Cornutus was tranſportedat thoſe Embelliſh- 
ments. But that your Lordſhips may not 
wonder at this extraordinary Accompliſh- 
ment, be pleaſed to take his Charade, 
as it was faid to be writ Extempore ty 
Charles himſelf, 


& He Langhs and he Grins! 
« He Dances and Sings !

The Affairs of the Empire were in a fair 
Way of being well manag'd, as your Lord- 
ſhips may imagine, whilſt Cornutus had the 
Conduct of them. Charles did not fail to 
careſs him to an exceſſive Height; he 
ſeemed to yield all Things that he aſked, 
becauſe indeed he knew ſo well how to in- 
fluence him, that he was directed to ask 

nothing 
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nothing but what Charles was willing to 


yield, Care was taken ever to 9 and 
never to diſguſt him; the wiſe Monarch 
repar'd as well againſt Trifles as Eſſentials; 
* knows great Events have often inconſi- 
derable Originals; and leaſt Crnutus ſhould 
defire to be recalled, he made him ſo in 
Love with the Diverſions found in his 
Court, that he dreaded nothing ſo much; 
nor had he any other Uneaſidel upon his 
Mind, than to find that his fine Lady, as 
much as ſhe was admired, was not yet be- 
loved: That is is to ſay, no particular Gal- 
ant had ſignalized her for the Object of his 
Adoration. Notwithſtanding theſe Com- 
pliances, I would not have your Lord- 
ſhips believe, that the Patrician defir'd Are- 
thuſa to depart from her Vertue ; that is a 
Point wherein certainly all Husbands are 
tenacious ; his Vanity was to have it ſhine 
o Advantage. He pretended, that by her 
Cruelty ſhe ſhould at once have the Opini- 
on of her Beauty and Chaſtity confirmed; 
fond of the Experiment, he was always 
the firſt to open the Eyes of her Beholders, 
he ask'd this Lord, that Count or Prince, 
can any Thing be more charming than her 
Air and Shape? Had ever any Eyes ſo a- 
greeable a Look! ſo bewitching ? and then 
her hidden Beauties, they are inexpreſſible ! 
do much a Yeuns ! fo delicious Ah, 
my Lords, one would die for ſuch a Mi- 
ſtreſs. But, my Lords, purſued he, in that 
vorn- out Topick ſo much affected by ab 
nable 
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nable Husbands, one's Wife whit 
Pity tis ſhe is not any other Woman,! 
ſhould run mad for her — even Po. 
ſeſſion can't allay her Charms — And 
yet to be married tis I know mt 
how fine Meat but repeatel 
too often who can have a perpetul 
Deſire for the ſame Thing? Yet A.. 
thaſa is a Sort of Olio, wherein we may al. 
ways find ſomething agreeable —The 
Perſons whom he ſpoke to, aſk'd one an- 
ther, what the Fool meant to force his Wit 
upon them? There is a Caprichio in Incl 
nation, they did not like theirs ſhould be d. 
rected ; fo that my Lady Ambaſſadreſs in- 
proved her ſelf in vain ; ſhe cauſed m 
conſiderable Emotions in that Court, but 
gained an Air of Liberty, an Habit of Ii. 
diſcretion, which when once contraQted, 1; 
not ſo eafily thrown off: Modeſty the nicef 
Virgin alive, if diſobliged, difcountenanc: 
or chaced away, rarely forgives, and never 
returns! 

Arethuſa could not make Incurſions igt9 
an Enemy's Country, without ſometimes 
coming off with Diſadvantage 3 She at fir 
deſigned Pickueering for Adoration, only to 
pleaſe her Lord, that he might believe her 
charming to others as well as to himſel, 
She thought not in the leaſt of ingaging he: 
own Heart; a Coquet rarely diſpoſes of that 
beyond her Call; but yet ſometime they 
are caught, as was my Lady Ambaſſruret: 
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ant-fide Forms of Courtſhip, which the 
Franks ſo much abound in, they ſeemed to 
warm her Hearc, and ſhow her how lovely 
muſt be the Intimacies of an Amour, where 
the Approaches are ſo pleaſing. Her Apart- 
ment was the Rendezvous for all the idly 
Gallant! The Young came to learn, the reſt 
to practiſe. In the firſt Rank of theſe was 


I the Prince Endymion, His graceful fair Hair, 


animating Eyes, inimitable Mouth, juſt | 
Height, and nice well-made Shape, gave us 
at Eighteen to conclude, that it was impoſ- 
ble Nature could go any further in favour 
of the Sex; a bewitching Modeſty and well- 
bred Behaviour introduced him with all 
poſſible Freedom to the Toilet of the La- 
dies: He was yet thought guiltleſs of the 
Bow and Dart, neither wounded nor 
wounding. 8 

My Lord Ambaſſador loved Dancing, 
Muſick and Voices; he invited the beſt Per- 
formers to the Apartment of Arethuſa: One 
of them he has ingaged (as a Proof of his 
good Negotiation) to perform at the Greek 
Court. Prince Endymion always honoured 
the Ball with his Preſence ; and tho' Cer- 
4s regarded him not with ſo diſtingui ſh- 
ing an Eye as did his Lady, yet he was 
pleaſed to ſee, and rally him, as the favou- 
Me Adonis, to each deſiring Venus of tle 
Court, 

Arethuſa beheld the lovely EFud) won re- 
dolent of Youth! ſhe ſaw the Flower juſt 
op'ning on the Bough, crown'd with the 

þ early 
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early Beauties of Spring! unſullied ! un. 
faded! the refreſhing Dew not yet exhale 
by a meridian Sun. The Goddeſs Nati 
ſhew'd us her moſt maſterly Hand, when ſh; 
produced Endymion ; nor had the Ladies any 
Security in converſing with him, but the 
Greenneſs of his Age: Ignorance of hi 
own Power, with-held him from attempting 
to prove its Extent. His Childhood had 
paſs'd with as much Incenſe and Adoration, 
as even the God of Love's! Citherea's Darling 
could not be more often, nor more juſily 
_ praiſed for his Beauty: He was diſtinguiſh 
by the Name of the lovely Boy, the amiable 
Child, Le Bell Enfant. The moſt modeſt 
among the Ladies, the moſt reſerved, lk 
her have never fo little Complaiſance, found 
her Soul dilated at his Sight : How would 
they ſmother him with Kiſſes! with what 
Tranſport claſp the little Idol ! how op- 
preſs him with their Sweets | how laviſh 
out the ſecret Softneſs of their Sex, in fx 
vour of this young Inſenſible! 

Nor could Endymion forget ſo tender an 
Education ; when he grew beyond their 
open Careſs, and that the Cupid was too 
big for publick Fondling, he ſtill adhered 
to the Ryels and Zulets of the Fair; There 
he converſed ! there he was pleaſed, and 
ſeemed to go in Search of ſome happy Im- 
provements ! Women are the beſt Maſters, 
when they place their Delight in Inſtructions. 
The young Prince had either read or heard 
that no Man is perfectly faſnion d or pony 
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till a well-bred, ſenſible Miſtreſs falls in 
Love, and takes Pains to accompliſh him; 
he was exceſſively tractable, and full of 
good Inclinations towards perfect, implicit 
Odedience and Improvement. | 
Arethuſa had ſomething ſo complaiſant, as 
well as agreeable, in her Converſation, that 
Prince Endymion found himſelf very much 
to his Satisfaction when he was there. Be- 
ing eſteemed too young to give Jealouſy, he 
went every where, and at all Hours, with 
unſuſpected Freedom. Cornutus you have 
heard was none of the Rigid, he was a Hus- 
band of a newer Faſhion, and had better

tally inſinuated her ſelf into the Opinion 
and Love of the young Prince; he had a 

Tenderneſs for her beyond Example, under. 
going a voluntary Baniſhment, with his Mo- 
ther, ſharing in her Diſgrace, and the Odium 
that was caſt upon her Conduct, rather 
than to ſhine in Courts without her 
unprecedented Affection! But what Return 
had he for this Indulgence? The, Opportu- 
nity of being made the worſt Prince that 
was ever born; had not the Exceſs. of hs 
own Vertue ſecured him from the Infection 
of an ambitious Mother, and a deſigning 
Favourite, Stauracins ) who inſinuated then: 
ſelves, to the Excluſion of all thoſe, who 
could have taught his unwary Youth, tru 
Conduct! Courage! Philoſophy !. and the 
Art of Government. Enervating Pleaſures 
Dice! luxurious Banquets! were. the Baits 
with which they would enfeeble his grow

Cethegus 
kid there was no other Way, he muſt and 
hould be diſgrac'd, or they were all un- 
done! Temperate Cicero could not find any 
Thing in that Vouth, of conſequence to his 
ſicred Majeſty's Service, which might not 
be, even, better ſupply'd by another, in 
whom there were no dangerous Inſinuations: 
o that upon the whole, it was abſolutely of 
uſe (in his Opinion) that Leonidas ſhould be 
licharged the Royal Service, if it were on- 
ly to prevent Heart-burnings and Diſorder ;

Creatures of the Emprefles, that carried his 
every Sigh, his leaſt Whiſper with Leonidas, 
to the Apartment of rene. Never any 
Court had ſo dull an Air, thoſe noble Ap- 
pearances, Naumachia's, the Circus, Aſſem- 
blies! Glories of former Reigns, were dwind- 
led into diſtruſtful Forms, and outward Sa- 
lutations : They even endeavoured to per- 
ſuade the Emperor, that he loved not Con- 
verſation, that Company did not agree with 
his Health and Conſtitution, and often con 
0 
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dol'd with his Imperial Majeſty, the Fatigue 
they were obliged to give him in ſigning 
of Diſpatches: All other Marks of Autho- 
rity were uſurped by the Junfto. Could it 
have been effected, they would have found 
an Expedient to unburthen him of Thar. 
/Emiliss, ſcarce vouchſafing to tell him any 
further, than that ſuch an] ſuch Papers re- 
quired his Hand; and when Ceſar would 
ſometimes attempt to have Reaſons given 
he would huddle up his Bundle, preten 
being ſhort'ned in Time, or grow ditpleas d, 
a8 if Ceſar diſtruſted his Capacity or Eideli- 
ty, and be for laying down the Imperial 
Load, reſigning to thoſe whom his Majeſty 
had a greater Confidence in. 

Conſtantine, who coſt the Empire much 
leſs in his perſonal Expence, than any of 
the Cæſar's had done, having no Privy- 
purſe but what was of the Cabal, would 
ſometimes ſend a Command to Lord Ami- 
ins for Money; the ſaucy State-:Acdile 
would not vouchſafe to riſe from his Dice 
or Cheſs-board, but ſend by a common 
Hand, perhaps the twentieth Part of what 
had been demanded, faying, That was all 
could be procured ; and when next he went 
to Conſtantine, would be ſure to recommend. 
good Husbandry, and to tell him the Empti- 
neſs of the Treaſury, the exorbitant Ex- 
pence of the War, whilſt himſelf and his 
Family ſquandered in Gaming, and hoarded 
in their Coffer, more than any of the Race 
of Favourites had ever done. 
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Mean time, the titular Emperor ſees non 
approach his Perſon, but ſuch as are Slaves 
ro the. Miniſtry; his Servants, Officers, 
Friends, (but alas, thoſe were diſincourag- 
ed from approaching him) officiated, as they 
were placed by others, without either Love | 
or Reverence to his Perſon ; their Duty was 
transferred to them that had the Power, 


thoſe who could advance and maintain them 


in their Poſts, Ceſar had not any to give: 


His Guards, his Rods and Axes were Pa- 


geantry, the Out-ſide of Empire, an Imperi- 
al Slave, a Royal Captive in the Midſt of a 


numerous Train; he faw none that he durſl 
truſt, unleſs Leonidas, who could only fee, 
but not break the Captivity of his Maſter. 

Now might be ſaid of the Greek Empire, 
what had been formerly of the Carthagini- 
an State, when Hannibal had made them ſo 


often vitorious : Never were the Affairs 


the Common-wealth more flouriſhing, and never 
more deſperate ; never had it greater Reputati- 
on abroad, or greater Miſery at home. Stau. 
racius had yet one Step to take, before he 
would condeſcend to give Peace to the Em- 
pire: As he was already by Favour rais'd to 
a Height above all Favourites, he would ſe- 
cure to himſelf a Fortune laſting, as great. 


The Empreſs, his Wife, inceſſintly influ- 


enc'd his Ambition. Herminius and his 
Party gave them continual Apprehenſions, 
thoſe nobler Patricians that in former 
Reigns had ſerved their Country in Poſts 
that were now filled by People of * 
af 
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Diſcontents; ſuch, born great, with the 
nobleſt Blood of Rome in their Veins, were 
totally unimployed and diſcountenanced. A 
few had uſurped the Royalties of many; 
Thoſe who ale their ſucceſsfu] Miniſtry) 
durſt have ſcarce crouded into Sight, now 
blazed with an awkward Glare, full in the 
Face of the old Roman Nobility. The Va- 
ſeri, the Agrippi, the Curtii, and the Fabir, 
&. theſe were the dreaded Champions of 
the Empire's Liberty ; theſe were they who 
would not come into any Meaſures deſtru- 
tive to the Conſtitution. Srauracins was 


therefore reſolved to raiſe himſelf above 


needing what he could not gain; a Propo- 
fition was made to the Juno to create him 
Perpetual ! Father of the Empire, and Com- 
nander of the Legions for Liſe! A Title 
which equal'd that of Dilator, fo long ſince 
laid aſide. In return, he was to maintain 
them in the Places they held; and after the 
Death of Ceſar, (if Stauracius chanc'd to ſur- 
vive him) to endeavour, by Favour of the 
Soldier, at reſtoring the Conſular State, or 
to aboliſh Hereditary Right, that ſo the E 
pire might never hereafter be Succellive, but 
become entirely Elective: The Miniſtry and 
denate ſhould henceforward chuſe their Ce- 


jars themſelves: Srauracins ſtood the faireſt,

| ſelf! To repay him fo ungratefully for all 


his Bounties! his Love, his Tenderneſs! 
this was an Arrow in the Heart of the af- 
flicted Monarch! the mighty Anguiſh wrung 
Tears of Woe from his Eyes! Who ſhould he 
unburthen himſelf to? none! none! but 
his faithful Leonidas, the only Creature of 
his Truſt ; all beſides had been frown'd away 
from Court, or were at the Devotion of the 
new Criminal, and therefore not fit to be 
advis'd with, | 

Poor Leonidas. no ſooner heard what had 
occaftoned the Diſpute, but he humbly 
threw himſelf at Ceſar's Fect, to beg he 
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would pleaſe to accept the Sacrifice he wil. 
lingly made him, of what he had been gra-

ciouſly pleas'd to beſtow upon his Brother: 
Nay, conjur'd the Emperor not to embroil 
himſelf with fo great a Man as Stauracius, 
but by all means to be reconciled to him 
with the ſooneſt. Conſtantine took the Ad- 
vice, and ſent for the haughty Offender, | 
whom he could not forbear to reproach, | 
yet with ſuch Tenderneſs, as would have | 
melted any other but a Barbarian's Heart: 
In concluſion, Ceſar told him he yielded the 
Point, he would no longer inſiſt upon the 
Diſpoſal of the Legion, tho' 'twas given | 
away; but in favour of him, whom he was 
always us'd to oblige, he had recalled the | 
Grant, and now he might do what he would 
with ir. This unexpected Goodneſs defeat- | 
ed Lord Stauraciuss Deſigns ; but he had 
done enough to ſatisfy the Ftto, no longer 
diſtruſtful either of the Empreſs's or his 
g Sincerity. They went on form- 


ing Cabals, tampering with Senators, buy- 
ing and bribing Voices, in order to raiſe 
him to that unexampled Dignity. And that 


they might further mortify Ceſar, and ſatis- | 


fy Irene's particular Spleen, it was reſolved, 
that a Petition ſhould be made to the Empe- 
ror, that Leonidas might be diſcharged the 
Imperial Service: To that Height of Inſo- 
lence and Barbarity were they arrived, as 
not to leave him one inferior Servant to at- 
tend him in his very Bed-ch: mber that 
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not intirely in their Intereſt, and conſe- 
quently ingaged againſt their Maſter's. 
Herminias, watchful as the Guardian Ge- 
nius of the Empire, had Spies in the very 
Cloſets ot the Miniſters: Seeing the Exigen- 
y, he ſent to give Leonidas Notice of their 
Deſign, and conjur d him to procure an Op- 
portunity with the ſooneſt, for him to ſpeak 
to Ceſar alone, without the Notice of the 
Junito. This was difficult to accompliſh, the 
unhappy Monarch (amidſt the Hearts and 
Hands of Millions of Millions of Loyal 
Subjects, that would have profirated their 
Families and Fortunes, nay, have dy'd for 
him) was kept a Captive to a handful of Con- 
ſpirators, beſieg'd in his own Imperial Palace! 
environ d with Spies, and brow-beaten by Fa- 
vourites! till it became impoſſible for him to 
have that Freedom of Converſation which 
his meaneſt Subjects enjoy d. In the moſt 
glorious Reign that the Empire had for 
many Ages poſſeſſed; He! who was the 
Source of that Brightneſs, languiſhed in 
Darkneſs ! ſhut out from the Light of So- 
ciety ! Friendſhip! Duty! and all thoſe 


Marks of Affection and Reverence, which 


his doating People, had they deen permit- 
ted, would have crouded to beſtow ! amidſt 
the Shouts and Joy with which his indul- 
gent Sway did cheer their Heart, his alone 
was heavy! deſolate! and diſcontented ! 
tho! more beloved than all the Cæſars pur 
together ; treated with Contempt and Aver-

© Therefore he reſolved, that they durſt not
